Resents Pressure, 
Israel Is Powerful, 
Dulles Tells Stiver 


CLEVELAND (NJP)—Secretary of State Dulles might never 
approve of the sale of United States arms to Israel. 


Two of his personal opinions 


on the -subject were revealed by 


Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver in an off-the-record talk he made before 


his temple’s Men’s Club. 
Dulles told Rabbi Silver, when 
they met recently with President 
Eisenhower, 
that Israel 
could probably 
defeat any 
Arab attack 
that came in 
the near fu- 
ture. 
Dulles also 
feels that too 
ene much pressure 
SILVER is being exert- 
ed on him to make the sale poss- 
ible. He doesn’t want to make 
it appear that he is yielding to 
pressure. 

Silver said that he answered 
Dulles on both counts. 

First he 
pointed out to 
Dulles that 
Israel couldn't 
win no matter 
what the out- 
come of a war 
because all of 
her cities and 
other develop- 
ments would be 
in ruins. DULLES 

He also suggested that pres- 
Sure is common today on all 
important subjects. Refraining 
from action can be worse than 
appearing to yield when the 
Cause is just, Silver added. 

The rabbi also implied that 
Dulles has never gotten over 
attacks made on him while he 
W&@s running for senator that ac-

delivered, requested the oppor- 
tunity to buy U. S. arms and 
thanked Eisenhower tor his in- 
terest in the Middle East’s prob- 


lems. 





Committee, B’nai B'rith Evade 
Desegregation Issue: Toubin 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Isaac Toubin, acting director of the American Jewish Congress, this week 
charged the American Jewish Committee and theB’nal B’rith with keeping silent on the segrega- 


tion issue. 


Reached in St. Louis where he was attending a convention, Toubin said these were the two 
groups whom he had criticized in a speech last week in New Haven, Conn., but had not named, 


Explaining his position, the 
Congress executive made _ the 
point that although he is not 
ready to concede that keeping 
silent is the best position to take 
at this time, there is no place in 
the U. S. Jewish community 
where all bodies can get together 
and discuss what the U. S. Jew- 
view should be. 

Toubin most likely to referring 
to the withdrawal several years 
ago of the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith and the 
American Jewish Committee 
from the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council, the 
over-all U. S. Jewish body for 
civic protective questions. 

ASKED IF THE Committee 
and the ADL had not appeared 
before the Supreme Court when 
the segregation issue was being 
argued, Toubin said that was so, 
but added that since that time 
neither organization had publicly 
taken a position in the matter. 
He said the American Jewish 
Committee has adopted a resolu- 
tion on civil rights at its last 
convention, but purposefully had 
not publicized it. 

As for the B’nai B'rith, Tou- 
bin said he knew of no civil 
rights decision at its recent tri- 
ennial convention in Washing- 
ton, D; C.

THE DISCOVERY of the bill 
was the first public indication 
of the existence of the “party.” 

According to The Southern Is- 
raelite, the bill, a closely printed 
sheet, carried the “pictures of a 
number of persons allegeq to be 
‘fanatical Jews’ responsible for 
Communism, treason, sabotage. 
world domination, mongreli- 
zation”, and varied other acts. 

THE OBJECTIVE of the 
“part” was said to be “to pre- 
serve the white race against 
‘Jewish Communism’ by the for- 
mation of ‘a third Party devoted 
solely to the best interests of the 
white race,’ ” 

The proposed formation of the 
party is said to have been known 
for some time to the B’nai B’rith 
Anti-Defamation league. A

IF SILENCE is the right ap- 
proach, he asked, then how does 
it help the situation if the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress or the 
Jewish War Vets or any national 
Jewish group comes out for de- 
segregation. 

His own position, Toubin said, 
was that whatever Northern 
Jews do will make little differ- 
ence as far as the position of 
the Jews of the South are con- 
cerned. He said he didn’t ‘be- 
lieve that the Southern Citizens 
Councils would act any different- 
ly toward the Jews of the South, 
even if United States Jewry took 
a hands-off position in the mat- 
ter. 

As for the Negro, he went on, 
such a position would make him 
fee] that he is friendless in the 
fight for equality, and would 
also do violence to the Jewish 
view which is solidly opposed to 
prejudice and injustice. 

TOUBIN said the feeling of 
some national Jewish organiza- 
tions in the matter must be that 
if they speak out for desegre- 
gation they will harm the posi- 
tion of both the Jew and the 
Negro. 

In his address last week at 
the second annual dinner meet- 
ing of the community relations 
committee of the New Haven 
Jewish Community Relations 


“IS IT NOT immoral to pose 

a defender of civil rights 
when one applies for an alloca- 
tion from a Jewish welfare fund 
in the North and then to have 
another set of answers when one 
applies. for an allocation from a 
Jewish welfare fund in the 
South?” he asked. It is not 
enough to claim that the Jewe- 
ish community of the South is 
being held hostage in the civil 
rights struggle. Even if that 
were true, which it is not, the 
Jews of America should be the 
very last to consider the desere 
tion of their Negro brothers in 
this struggle for human equal- 
ity.” 

Toubin emphasized that “no 
crisis is more critical for the 
welfare of America than the just 
and full correction of the evil 
treatment accorded the Negro, 
It is a pernicious national sin; 
it has dangerous international 
implications; the white man 
should dread the retribution he 
has accrued, and there is a great 
moral and religious decision at 
stake for all of us.” 


THE POSITION of the Jewish 
community on “this moral and 
social crisis should be as unequi- 
vocal as it is inevitable,” he 
said. “Our religious teachings, 
our historic experience, our hu- 
man instinct, our concern for 
America’s welfare should com- 
pel us to seek for the Negro the 
same justice which, on so many 
bitter occasions, has been de-« 
nied to us. No one should mini- 
mize the dilemma that confronts 
the Jewish communities in the 
South, but their plight, real or 
imagined, cannot relieve us of 
making clear where we stand.”

quoted as saying by the London weekly.

Would Let Arabs Manage Resettlement of Refugees 





$1 Billion Plan Hoped To Bring Mid-East Peace

CLEVELAND (NJP)—Former 
‘U. S. ambassador to Israel, James 
G. MeDonald, has a unique plan 
for settling the Arab refugee 
problem which 
he terms “one 
of the most 
formidable and 
certainly the 
most concrete 
obstacle to 
peace in the 
Middle East.” 





The plan is 
to make the 
McDONALD settlement of 


the refugees “an Arab-managed 
project and one which would 
obviously bring great economic 


and financial benefits to all Arab 2. Grants and loans from the 


countries involved.” 

McDonald suggests that the re- 
fugees be resettled in countries 
like Iraq, Jordan and Syria which 
have “sufficient and uncultivated 
land—some of which would re-- 
quire irrigation—to absorb com- 
fortably all the refugees and 
make of them productive citi- 
zens.” 

THE NECESSARY capital for 
the program, he said, coulgq be 
found because this plan “would 
advance, perhaps decisively, the 
cause of peace in the Middle 
East.” 

Realistic sources 
funds would include: 

1. Money paid by Israel for the 
property of the Arabs.

3. Grants ang loans from foun- 
dations and welfare agencies. 

“Together these funds might 
total over a billion dollars. Such 
a hugh capitalization figure is 
not fantastic. Compensation from 
Israel would reach a very large 
amount,” he explained, 

HE SAID that both Britain and 
the U. S. have announced that 
they would participate financial- 
ly in a basic settlement. And 
the U. N. would probably go for 
one large investment rather than 
annually spending millions on 
relief without bringing a perm- 
anent peace.

Hoover suggested that it offers 
a settlement “with both honor 
and wisdom.” 

“Until a beginning at least is 
made toward solution of this 
problem there can be no hope of 
peace,” McDonald said. He pro-

Scribes Give Rabbi 
Citizenship Award 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (NJP) — 
Rabbi James A. Wax, of Temple 
Israel here, has been selected by 
the Memphis chapter of the 
American Newspaper Guild to 
receive its 1956 Citizenship 
Award. 

According to the citation, Rabbi 
Wax was honored for “his un- 
selfish service to the community 
and its people ... for what he

ONE RABBI PUTS A HEX ON ANOTHER 





Two Rabbis Clash In Dispute 
About Witchcraft and Magic

HAIFA (NJP)—It is hard to believe that there are rabbis in enlightened and mod- 
ern Israel who still have faith in witchcraft and practice the Medieval arts of black- 


magic, but it’s true. 


The fact is that two Israeli rabbis are now locked in a court 


struggle over witchcraft and black-magic, and most Israeli papers are devoting more 
space to their dispute than to politics, and crime news. 


It began when Rabbi Ovadia 
Moshe Barty, the rabbi of 
Akron ( a village ten miles south- 
east of Tel Aviv, no kin to Ohio), 
cursed a Tel Aviv rabbi named 
Meoded Barzilai-Sharabi, and sent 
letters to the editorial offices of 
Jsrael’s biggest papers notifying 
them of the curse, which read, 
in part: 

“IT curse you in the name of 
Gog and the Holy Torah. May 
your hands, feet, stomach and 
head be splintered and broken, 
may all your limbs be torn away 
from your body, and may you 
be buried deep in the earth from 
where devils may take you deep 
into Hell, where your toes and 
fingers will be cut off, your eyes 
gouged out, and your brain weak- 
ened with fever...May your 
skin blacken, your tongue wither, 
your bones rot ang your teeth 
fall out...May Almighty God 
punish you and curse you for- 
ever. Amen, Amen, Amen ..’”’

According to the Tel Aviv 
rabbi. everything began four 
years ago, when Hemdad Bar- 


zilai-Sharabi, the Tel Aviv rabbi’s 
wife, fell ill with some strange 
sickness which doctors were un- 
able to diagnose 

Rabbi Meoded, hearing from 
some acquaintances that the vil- 
lage rabbi of Akron hag cured 
some women in the past, went to 
see Rabbi Barty. 

The latter according to Rabbi 
Bartz said he could help the reb- 
betzin. 

Rabbi Meoded related that the 
two rabbis prayed for a while, 
following which Rabbi Barty lit 
a “blessed fire,” said some more 
prayers over it, burned some 
slips of paper with prayers, 
magic words and kabbalistic for- 
mulas printed on them, stirred 
the ashes, and produced a type- 
written letter from the fire. This 
letter, Rabbi Barty solemnly de- 
clared, was directly from God, 


ethe Tel Aviv rabbi said. 


In good modern Hebrew, this 
typewritten letter guaranteed 
health and well-being as well as 
happiness to its bearer, and Rabbi 
Barty explained that he was in 
direct contact with Archangels 
Gabriel and Michael. 

At first, Rabbi Meodeg was 
frankly sceptical, but since he 
loved his wife and was pretty 
desperate by that time, he took 
the letter and handed it to Hem- 
dah, his wife. 

And then the miracle happened.

“‘The Almighty God informed me 
through (Archangel) Michael 
that you, Rabbi Meoded-Barzillai- 
Sharabi of Tel Aviv, will find a 
great treasure, full of gold and 
precious stones. To find it, how- 
ever, you must give me twelve 
thousand pounds for distribution 
to the poor....” 

Rabbi Meoded sold an ice fac- 
tory he owneg and handed Rabbi 
Barty the 12,000 pounds (about 
$6,800) following which he found, 
after being guided by Rabbi 
Barty, three heavy suitcases, 
wrapped in brown packing paper, 
on which the following’ was writ- 
ten in Hebrew: “This is Messiah’s 
own treasure. Do not open before 
two years have passed.” 

Rabbi Meoded waited patiently 
for two years. On D-Day when he 
opened them, he found the suit- 
cases filled with stones, rubble 
and gravel. 

He immediately ran to Rabbi 
Barty and demanded his money 
back. However, the Akron rabbi 
said he had heard of the mis- 
fortune from (Archagel) Michael.

God turned the gold into stones 
and the precious jewels into 


gravel. Rabbi Meoded related. 

Rabbi Barty lit another “bless- 
ed fire,” he went on, and pro- 
duced another letter from God, 
which declared that Rabbi 
Meoded_ Barzilai-Sharabi was 
picked to be the Messiah, if he 
went to a certain old grave in 
Tiberias and fasted there for 
forty days. 


EVERTHING WOULD have 
been fine if it weren’t for the fact 
that Rabbi Meoded met some 
other people who haq been taken 
in by Rabbi Barty for sums of 
money totalling some _ twenty 
thousand pounds. 

Whereupon, Rabbi Meoded took 
Rabbi Barty to court for extor- 
tion of money under false pre- 
enses.

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Americans Weigh Motives 
Before Moving To Israel 








By CARL ALPERT 








HAIFA—The number of Americans going to settle in Israel is 

still very small, but those who are interested in encouraging a 
larger American immigration might to advantage analyze the mo- 
tives which have impelled others of us to come to this land. Mo- 
tivations are almost always mixed, and in all likelihood, a com- 
bination of causes has operated in most instances. 
Ble There are some Americans here who have 
come out of what they sense as fulfilment of a 
historic destiny. They have been thrilled by 
the creation of the State of Israel, and they are 
not satisfied with being passively Jewish; they 
want to do something about it, and the creative 
opportunities in Israel appeal to them. 

There are others who take Judaism serious- 
ly, and wish to experience the fullest possible 
spiritual satisfaction. Even as Orthodox Jews, 
many wish to go beyond merely the customs and 
ceremonies, and come to grips with the realities 





ALPERT 
of a Jewish life in a Jewish land. 


For many there is a pioneering urge seeking fulfillment. 
Frontiers, where they still exist, are limited, and there seem to be 
no new worlds to conquer. Israel offers the chance to do, to create. 
Here is a country that is looking for new blood, fresh talents and 
skills, ideas—and anyone with an ounce of ability or initiative 
can find full satisfaction in his work. Perhaps this is how the 
pioneers of America’s midwest felt a century and more ago, when 
they left the Eastern Seaboard to seek elbow room. 


Some Like Jewish Environment 

Then there are those who like a Jewish environment. They 
may never have experienced any anti-Semitism; they do not con- 
sider themselves fugitives from anybody or anything, but of their 
own free will have come to a land where Jews are in the major- 
ity, and where the atmosphere and environment and culture are 
of their creation. They rebel against a situation where they have 
to adapt themselves to the ways of a majority which has set its 
imprint on the culture and life of the country and where—cultural 
pluralism notwithstanding—conformism is increasingly demanded. 

Some of the Americans in Israel will tell you that they have 
come to live here for the sake of the children. They don’t want 
the youngsters to grow up with Jewish complexes of any kind. 
They don’t want to struggle to provide a Jewish education in an 
environment which pulls in another direction. They don’t want 
the kiddies to have any feelings of insecurity or inferiority, even 
if imagined. 

There are Americans here whose motives are basically eco- 
nomic. Among these are the elderly who have reached the age 
where energy and ambition no longer count. They have lived a 
long and full life and wish to retire. Even with relatively modest 
funds, they can live comfortably in Israel, and always among 
friends and among their own kind. 

Perhaps you can think of other factors which enter into the 
picture—factors which have perhaps stirred your own imagina- 
tion, though you may never have dared to pursue the issue to 
logical conclusions. 


International Move Requires Consideration 

It is difficult enough to change jobs, to move from one city 
to another; but a voluntary move from one country to another 
is something that requires the most careful consideration. It 
should not be hurried. 

And so many American Jews think, and consider and dream, 
and the months pass into years, and fulfillment never comes. 

If you are among those who have given even fleeting thoughts 
to these matters, or if you know of people who have, you should 
be interested in a brand-new pamphlet which has just come off 
the press. It is entitled “Guide to a New Life—A Handbook for 
Those Who Plan To Live In Israel..” Its 70 pages contain an elab- 
oration of the discussion with which this column opens; they in- 
clude warnings as to types of people who should not consider 
coming to Israel, and the material leads, step by step through all 
the stages of consideration, decision, and necessary preparation.

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Juvenile Delinquency In U. S., Israel About Same 





Negro Jurist Sees No Racial Bias In Israel

This was the comparative report received from Judge Hubert T. Delany, former judge of the 
Domestic Relations Court in New York, who is presently in Israel as the guest of the government 
to advise the Ministry of Justice on matters concerning juvenile 


THE COMPARATIVE figures 
should not be misinterpreted as 
showing Jewish juvenile de- 
linquency in the United States 
as equal to juvenile delinquency 
here. Exactly the opposite is 
true, for Judge Delany knows 
that for its percentage of the 
population, Jews have a very 
small proportion of juvenile ‘de- 
linquents in the United States. 

In fact, he lauded the Jewish 
federations whose pioneer work 
in combatting juvenile delin- 
quency in the United States he 
said was responsible for the al- 


problems, 





most total absence of Jewish 
juvenile delinquency. 


THE NEGRO jurist criticized 
the recent law passed by the 
Knesset which would punish the 
parents of juveniles involved in 
crime. He claimed the law would 
hardly reduce delinquency, while 
at the same time it would merely 
increase the backlog of cases be- 
fore the eourts. 


Judge Delany praised the 
press of Israel and the com- 
munity as a whole for its at- 


titude toward children. He also 
was pleasantly surprised by the 
lack of criticism of prggressive 
judges, whom he said would be 
blamed for “coddling” delin- 
quents in the United States. 

One remark of Judge Delany 
gratified the Israelis. He said 
that he found no racial preju- 
dice in Israel and claimed that 
the absence of gang wars here 
like those in larger cities in the 
United States could be attributed 
to this lack of any major racial 
barriers.

I was taken on a Cook’s tour 
of the plant of the Schmulka 
Bernstein Company, one of our

Large diameter bologna, strip- 
ped of its casing, and the slices 
fried, will curl up at the sides 
and make most attractive cups 
in which to serve rice, macaroni 
with tomato sauce, or vegetables.

If HAS BEEN widely touted 
for some 16 years now that Louis- 
ville’s greatest gift to Brooklyn 
has been that notable ex-champ- 
ion of the ring, one Harold “Pee 
Wee” Reese. 

Lest there be some unsophisti- 
cated skeptics among the reader- 
ship, we hasten to add that Mr. 
Reese did not gain his crown 
campaigning as a _ prizefighter. 
The ring he excelled in was the 
one enrounding the marbles so 
prized in boyhood. 

But Pee Wee’s former ring skill 
is of small account these days. 
It is his shortstopping par ex- 
cellence that has endeared him 
to the millions whose moods twist 
and turn with the fortunes of the 
Dodgers. They are indebted to 
his native town, which despite its 
situation in the wilds of Ken- 
tucky, has produced such a not- 
able offspring. 

IT IS ALMOST axiomatie in 
the realm of economics that when 
a debt exists it should be paid. 
Fully aware of this, several Jew- 
ish gentlemen of Louisville took 
it upon themselves to collect in 
return for Pee Wee Reese. 

The University of Louisville in 
recent years has enjoyed more 
than modest success in basket- 
ball.

But despite their 
heroes’ skill, several Jewish 
sports enthusiasts were de- 
pressed by the lack of Jewish 
athletes decorating the teams’ 
uniforms.

ions to the leaders in Israel as 
to how the money ought to be 
spent. 

UJA leadership is not too en- 
thusiastic over the way some of 
the money is handled among the 
Zionist parties and institutions 
in America, but it does not think 
the sum is large enough to oc- 
cupy its attention. 


BUT IF THE UJA were con- 
fronted with a demand for al- 
lotting 10 per cent of its budget 
for day schools, there would be 
an awful to-do. But before even 
a demand could be made, the 
majority of Zionist parents 
would have to evince interest in 
day schools. So Goldmann’s 
plan started off at the wrong 
end. 

As for forging personal links 
between individual Zionists and 
Israel, the formula is a good 
one. Dr. Goldmann voiced it at 
a meeting of the American Zion- 
ist Council a year ago, and this 
writer noted it with approval. 
The question is: How is it to 
be done? 


THERE ARE ample signs to 
show that Dr. Goldmann will be 
too busy with other matters to 
think of evolving practical 
methods for implementing his 
‘own program for the revival of 
the Zionist movement. 

Since Dr. Goldmann is now 
both president of the World 
Zionist Organization and chair- 
man ef the Jewish Agency ex- 
ecutive (and also president of 
the World Jewish Congress) and 
since he is going to.spend most 
of his time in Jerusalem, he 
feels he will be in a better posi- 
tion to carry out some tasks he 
has been interested in for a long 
time, namely, attract non-Zion- 
ists to organized effort in be- 
half of Israel; negotiate with 
the Soviet bloc, and negotiate 
with the Arabs. 


ON TOP OF THAT, Dr. Gold- 
men is no doubt going to become 
a good deal more active in Is- 
raeli politics than he has been. 
| According to Boris Smolar in an 
article in The Jewish Daily For- 
ward, Nahum Goldmann, having 
inherited the mantle of Weiz- 
mann in the Zionist Organization, 
is entitled to become, some day, 
president of Israel, and, having 
stepped into the shoes of David 
Ben-Gurion before 1948, he is 
entitled to become prime min- 
ister of Israel. 

In other words, a modern Exil- 
arch with an irrefutable claim 
to the modern throne of David. 


BUT NO MATTER what Smo- 
lar thinks, and even if he should 
convince all the readers of the 
Forward, Goldmann will still 
have to work for his coveted 
position in Israel. 





WHO, THEN, will be charged 
with the task of infusing Zion- 
ism with content (and I don’t 
mean speeches about content)?

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THE EDITOR’S CHAIR 


Readers may recall a front- 
page story in our issue of April 
6. 1956 about Prof. William 
Ernest Hocking, 83-year-old for- 
mer Harvard professor whose 
letter attacking the loyalty of 
U. S. Jews appeared in the New 
York Herald-Tribune of March 4, 
and either before or after in a 
number of newspapers through- 
out the U, S., including the Indi- 
anapolis Star. 

We called Prof, Hocking by 
telephone, and he revealed to us 
that although he didn’t send the 
letter to the Indianapolis daily 
paper, there were threé organi- 
zations who sent the letters out 
—with his permission, of course. 

In other words this was an 
organized campaign to defame 
the Jews of the U.S. 

IT NEVER OCCURRED to us 
to ask him if one of these groups 
was the American Council for 
Judaism. Much as we have been 
undeceived by the Council in 
recent months, we couldn’t imag- 
ine that they would be guilty of 
this kind of attack on Jews, and 
although they might silently ap- 
plaud the action, they couldn’t 
possibly have been part of it. 

But it seems that we have 
much to learn about the Council’s 
depravity. 

In the special conference news- 
letter on the 12th annual con- 
ference of the Council recently in 
Chicago appears the bland ad- 
mission from the Council’s vice 
president, George L, Levison, of 
San Francisco, that the organi- 
zation had distributed Hocking’s 
letter. Mr. Levison describeg the 
letter as “a stirring appeal to 
candidates for American political 
office to divorce themselves from 
their subservience to Zionist 
pressures.” 

THE ONE THOUGHT that 
seems to bother us is why there 
wasn’t immediately a large num- 
ber of resignations from the 
moderate elements of the Coun- 
cil. It is clear that the Council 
will stop at nothing, and that 
there is absolutely no limit to 
which it will go in order to prove 
that U. S. Jews are disloyal when 
they espouse the Zionist cause. 

THE PEOPLE who are now 
leading the Council are nothing 
less than maniacs, They have 
lost their sense of balance and 
of decency and nothing seems too 
low for them to employ if it will 
harm the U, S. Zionists, which in 
effect is the U, S.! Jewish com- 
munity. 

If the Council will congratulate 
itself for sending out Prof. Hock- 
ing’s letter, then where will it 
stop, ang who is to be the judge 
of how far the Council will go? 
Who is there in the Council’s of- 
ficial family that can guide them 
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CONFIRMATION ERRORS 


Confirmation has become _ univer- 
sal in the United States Jewish com- 
munity to the point that in a good many 
cities all three wings of Judaism — Re- 
form, Conservative and even Orthodox— 
now use this ritual as a device to re- 
tain our youth in organized classes of 
Jewish instruction until at least the 
middle of the high school period. 

But there is an objection to Confir- 
mation -vhich, unless it is removed, will 
cause it to degenerate in the same way 
that Bar Mitzva has in the past two 
decades. 

There is little that can be done about 
the bad aspects of the bar mitzva cere- 
mony, since the child at that age is hardly 
ready in our civilization to make any 
kind of commitment or even compose an 
intelligent thought. 
in other centuries where the exigencies 
of living at that time made it necessary 
for the young people to mature more 
quickly. 

But by Confirmation, the youngsters 
are quite aware of life and have already 
developed to the point where they are 
not alone able to make judgments on 
mathematical-type problems, but in con- 
nection with morality and others of a 
more profound nature. 


This was not true 


There is no reason then why the Con- 
firmation ceremony should be a high 


. school stage play produced in the syna- 


gogue. There is no reason why, as at bar 
mitzva, the rabbi or teacher should write 
the speech and the Jewish parts of the 
ceremony should be memorized as rote. 

If there is any one trait that makes 
itself felt very quickly in young people 
it is their ability to detect artificiality. 
They are quickly embittered by sham, 
and their sense of justice is razor-edged. 
Therefore, their first adult-like contact 
with the house of worship should not be 
one that leaves an indelible mark on 
their impressionable minds. 

This is not a plea for perfection. The 
Confirmand and the Confirmation cere- 
mony can hardly be pulled out of their 
context of Jewish life and synagogue 
life of today. Yet it is a plea for per- 
mitting the youngsters to do their own 
thinking and their own speech-making 
and their own planning for the Confirma- 
tion ceremony. Not only will’ it be 
more meaningful for them, but it might 
therefore be endowed with the kind of 
conviction and even commitment which 
is absolutely impossible when someone 
else, other than the Confirmands, does 
the work for them. 


JEWISH PRISON INMATES 


For some odd reason, The POST is 
read by Jewish inmates of several pris- 
ons around the United States. Originally, 
the request for these complimentary sub- 
scriptions came from rabbis who visited 
the prisoners and we’ve been content to 
continue the prison libraries on our 
mailing list. 

In fact, and this is not the point of this 
editorial, this gives us an alibi with a 
distorted humorous twist when rabbis 
and others write in for complimentary 
subscriptions or for clergy rates. We ex- 
plain that because of the high cost of 
gathering our news—since we are the only 
Jewish weekly which has its own cor- 
respondents throughout the Jewish world 
—we must ask every subscriber to pay 
the full subscription price. 
make this point stick, we add that except 
for a few prison libraries and a few in- 
mates of insane asylums, every other sub- 
scription to The POST is paid in full. 

Be that as it may, we sometimes get 
into correspondence with some of the 
readers of The POST in these institutions, 
and we’ve discovered that the Jewish 
prison inmates are rarely visited by a 
rabbi and almost never by Jewish peo- 
ple who live in the city in which the 
prison is located. 

We don’t know how the prisoners of 


And then to- 


other religious beliefs fare, but we do 
feel that some provision in the set-up of 
the Jewish community should be made 
to provide for these needs that can be 
served either by a rabbi or by Jews who 
wish to be helpful. Not all inmates of 
prisons are hardened criminals beyond 
saving, and even these deserve some 
consideration. 

One obvious solution would be for 
the National Jewish Welfare Board, 
which has done such yeoman work in 
relation to Jews in the armed services, 
and, of course, has under its wing the 
Jewish chaplaincy, to add this new area 
of social work to its program. The JWB 
has enough to do to break the back of 
any organization, but it is hardly likely 
that any other national Jewish agency 
could serve in this instance, or has the 
experience necessary to undertake this 
job successfully. A tie-up might be 
made with the B’nai B’rith, since many 
of the prisoners are located in small 
towns where the Jewish population must 
total very little. 

But in any event, this is an area of 
work that should be undertaken by the 
organized Jewish community, even if it 
doesn’t have the glamor or excitement of 
serving soldiers, or of aiding the veter~ 
ans, etc.

Southwest. Beth Sholom officials found him in Oklahoma City, 1300 


miles from Philadelphia. 

Culwell, in his 50s, is one of 
the few builders in America not 
stumped by the designs of 
Wright, noted American architect 
who designed the new synagogue 
about two years ago. He was in 
Philadelphia last week for con-

WEINSTEIN economy of the 
language does not, however, 


strait-jacket imagination, It but 
gives it more room to prod the 
mind to capture subtle shades 
and profound overtones, 

Moses commands twelve repre- 
sentatives, one from each tribe, 
to spy out the land to see whether 
the people are strong or weak, 
the cities fortified or unprotected. 
The spies return with a majority 
and a minority report. 

The majority. of ten admit in. 
deeqd that the land is fruitful. 
They cannot deny the evidence 
of the giant clusters of grapes 
found in the land. Howbeit (it’s 
the archaic form of but) the land 
eats up its inhabitants and the 
people are fierce, veritable giants 
and sons of giants and we were 
grasshoppers in our sight and in 
their sight, too. 

THE WORKINGS of fear are 
wondrous to behold. Like those 
crazy mirrors in carnival fun 
houses, they exaggerate and 
diminish the same object. The 
rich land becomes a consuming 
land; the inhabitants become ele- 
phantine, as the invaders -become 
locusts, 

Caleb, son of Jephunneh, and 
Joshua, son of Nun, give the 
minority report: “‘The land which 
We passed through to spy it out, 
is an exceeding good land.

The United States of America 
is no Babylon, no Talmud will 
ever be assembled here.

The above questions are for 
you to answer. I would like to 
knew your replies. 

This I believe—we are on the 
roag to decimation and possibly 
extinction, I woulg like to assure 
the opposite. I believe that Jew- 
ishness is a good force in the 
world. I believe that the reason 
for us being a part of the world 
community for so long must be 
that there was and Is a reason 
for our being, Unfortunately this 
writer has only a thin, shadowy 
knowledge of- Jewish education. 
He cannot quote from the Torah, 
nor from the Talmud. 

The time has come for us to 
examine the problem that faces 
us. That problem is this: Shall

There’s the 
ADL and a lot of talk about anti- 
Semitism and sometimes more 
than just talk about it. 

Now there is a State of Israel 
and many fund-raising drives.

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WORLD ZIONIST CONGRESS 
HIT, GOLDMANN FLAYED 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 

The World Zionist Congress 
ended with a series of defeatist 
resolutions and useless declara- 
tions: The only resolutions ad- 
vocating a positive policy were 
voted down. These were intro- 
duced by the Herut delegation 
and blindly rejected by the Con- 
gress delegates. 

Menachem Begin, leader of 
Herut, pointed to the growing 
arsenals in Arab lands and de- 
clared that the policy of wait- 
ing for arms that are not com- 
ing, while silencing the weapons 
already in our possession, was 
futile. The truth in his words 
becomes more apparent with 
every passing day. Neverthe- 
less the Congress delegates re- 
jected Herut’s call for smashing 
Egypt’s siege against Israel in 
the Gulf of Aquaba and the 
blockade in the Suez Canal. 

In traditional Zionist Congress 
fashion, the Herut resolution 
calling for the reunification of 
Eretz Israel, including the ter- 
ritory now occupied by the 


“Hashemite Kingdom of  Jor- 
dan” and the Gaza Strip, was 
also defeated. I am _ confident, 
however, that Israel’s future was 
not decided by the delegates to 
the Congress and that Israel’s 
destiny is to live in its historic 
territory. 

There was also some irony at 
the Zionist Congress. A Mapam 
delegate, to whom the Soviet 
Union is a second homeland and 
who “would never fight against 
the Soviet Union,” called Mena- 
chem Begin and members of 
Herut “criminals in Israel.” 

The final act of dishonor was 
the election of Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann as president of the World 
Zionist Organization. Goldmann 
is a compromiser, and, at that, 
a compromiser of Jewish life 
and honor. It was Goldmann 
who signed the infamous “repar- 
ations” agreement with Ger- 
many. Now, ° this defamer of 
the Jewish people heads World 
Zionism.

SOME TEACHERS PAID $2,000, 
EDUCATORS’ PARLEY HEARS 


ATLANTIC CITY (NJP) 
Jewish educators from all parts 
of the United States were told 
that there are still some Jewish 
communities which were paying 
a beginning teacher with a tem- 
porary license less than $2,000 
per year. 

Addressing the annual meeting 
of the American Association for 
Jewish Education, Dr. Leo L. 
Honor, of Dropsie College, blamed 
the decline of the Jewish teach- 
ing profession on “the deplor- 
able economic status” of Jewish 
teachers. 

Other points made by the edu- 
cator were: 


@ In a number of major cities 
50 per cent or more of the 
teachers were engaged in ad- 
ditional work to supplement 
their income. 

@ The absence of any definite 
system of advancement and 
promotion in the field of Jew- 

ish education makes move- 


ment from one community to 
another an adventure fraught 
with economic perils for our 
teachers, 


who, indeed, have 


become the migratory work- 
ers of the Jewish community. 


@ Only 18 communities have 


adopted a code of practices 
for their teachers, and only 
six of them feature some kind 
of pension plan for their 
teachers.

Adds To News 


Of Jews of Shanghai 

® Editor, National Jewish POST: 
I refer to your article in re- 

gard to the Jews of Shanghai 

and the notes made by the fa- 


mous author, Pearl Buck. I 
wish to add the following in- 
formation: 

During the years 1937-1940 


about 18,000 refugees from all 
over Europe came to Shanghai. 
The Russian and Arabic Jews 
who had _ settled there much 
earlier helped their brothers and 
sisters in every respect. 

I had the pleasure of serving 
the Jewish communities in 
Shanghai until 1947 when we 
left for the States. 

At the end of the war, files 
were found, in’ which it was re- 
corded that a German officer 
(read murderer) came to Shang- 
hai in 1943 to persuade the Jap- 
anese to eliminate the Jews. 

Many of our Jewish brethren 
died because of the hardships in 
Shanghai. But it was an out- 
standing community. as far as 
understanding, brotherhood and 
communal life is concerned. 

Most of the Shanghai refugees 
have settled down in Israe] and 
the United States. ‘Those who 
are still there should never be 
forgotten. At present, I am 
working on a detailed report in 
regard to Jewish life as it used 
to be during the years men- 
tioned above. 

It is an important fact that 
American Jewry saved most of 
our brothers and _ sisters in 
Shanghai from death and _ star- 
vation.

Mori Sa‘id Termed Best Modern Novel About Life 


MORI SA’ID by Hayim Hazaz, 
translated from the Hebrew 
by Ben Halpern. Abelard- 
Schuman, $4.00. 


The best modern novel about 
life in Israel so far available in 
English is this story of a Yem- 
enite family in Jerusalem, by 
one of Israel’s foremost writers. 
And it has been translated with 

verve and with 
4 full flavor. 

Mori Sa’id is 
a particularly 
happy event 
‘ for the Eng- 
lish - reading 
| public since it 
brings to us a 
portrait of 
everyday life 
amongst a seg- 
ment of the population little 
known to the world, little known 
even to many citizens of Israel. 

HERE WE ARE not dealing 
with the halutzim of old, or

and beguiles him into making a 
with the survivors of Europe, 
or with the brash young sabras, 
or with the heroic kibbutzniks. 
This is not a propaganda novel 
or a_ self-propagandizing novel. 
It is what literature should be, 
an unslanted story about peo- 
ple and how they live. 

Mori Sa’id himself is a patri- 
archal Yemenite whose life is a 
life of the mind. He is an in- 
terpreter of dreams according 
to .cabalistic uses of the alpha- 
bet, talmudic lore and mystical 
insights. He is ceaselessly in 
communication with the regions 
above, to find out the exact hour 
and moment of the advent of 
Messiah. 

THE SAGE has a listener and 
disciple, an artisan named Mori 
Alfekah, who is easily convinced 
by symbols and dream-interpre- 
tations that the Messiah will 
come on a certain day, only a 
few weeks off. And alas, taking 
advantage of this faith is a no- 


good named Sion, the son of the 
sage, who comes to Mori Alfekah 
loan of 10 gold pounds for Sion 
to buy goods and go into busi- 
ness. Sion promises the return 
of the money, doubled, on the 
day Messiah comes, 

At home, Sion has a wife and 
many children, living in a hovel, 
and an almost-grown daughter, 
the lovely Rumyeh who, like her 
mother, does housework for the 
European Jews, the holders of 
jobs in the national offices, the 
owners of banks and shops. 

“Not yet had Rumyeh come 
of age and understanding. Child- 
hood and awakening were locked 
together in her, and she between 
the two, when her heart already 
began to search out its func- 
tion, seizing her and storming 
over her and yearning, why and 
for what she knew not.” 

AND SHE DOES meet a lad, 
also of Yemen, who speaks to 
her of going to a kibbutz. But 
they nearly break up when she 


begs him for the sake of form, 
and to please her mother, to 
send a match-maker to the 
house. However, in the end, 
love and form get together and 
this third generation takes part 
in the upbuilding of the land, 
that they have heard so much 
about. 

But, meanwhile, the second 
generation in the person of Sion 
engages in all sorts of wicked- 
ness and good times. “Never 
had Sion such good days as those 
days with the cash in his pocket. 
Every day he drank arak and 
ate fat meat .. .” but not a 
crumb from the cash went to 
his wife and children. Such im- 
precations as his drudging wife 
heaps on Sion have not been 
heard, even from the best Yid- 
dish authors. 

SION DOES not entirely neg- 
lect business opportunity. He 
purchases an ancient donkey 
with a bit of the borrowed 
money, and falls into a business 
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of giving rides to Australian 
soldiers, who, on leave in Jeru- 
salem during the war, are gen- 
erous with their shillings. 

Sion becomes a man about 
town, and even has a love af- 
fair with a widow, but eventu- 
ally she goes off to Tel Aviv, and 
marries an Arab in Jaffa, and 
Sion loses not only his love but 
his donkey, and returns to his 
scolding wife in time to take 
over the profits that his chil- 
dren have made in selling Eski- 
mo Pies on Jerusalem’s streets. 

As for the aged Mori Sa’id, he 
is scarcely aware of the strange 
results of his Messianic predic- 
tions, for he has taken it upon 
himself to go down to the Wail- 
ing Wall and sit as a beggar, 
and exert his profoundest pray- 
ers, to bring down Messiah in 
the time of need. And there he 
ends his days. 

Hasten to read of him. In 
his story, too, is the real Israel. 





Building Plans 
For Reform School 
In israel Held Up

(NJP)—The Jerusalem building and planning 


commission has approved the plans for the HUC-JIR Rabbinical 
and Archaeological school this week but it was returned to com- 
mittee at the request of Agudah deputy Mayor Pourish. 4 

The Deputy Mayor denied any wish to block the Reform 
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school. He said that he only 
wishes to check the plans for 
the building, which call for a 
two- or three-story building con- 
taining an auditorium, library, 
room for repairing antiquities, 
a garage, and caretakers’ quar- 
ters. 

THE ORTHODOX here agree 
that the HUC-JIR has every 
right to build any establishment 
which meets the specifications of 
the building commission and 
zoning laws. They may seek 
assurances, however, that the 
Sabbath will be observed in 
Orthodox fashion within the 
building as in all public build- 
ings in Israel. 

The big controversy though 
revolves about the type of serv- 
ices that will be conducted in 
the building and to what degree 
they will serve outsiders. The 
Orthodox would like to prevent 
any Reform congregation or 
services and although HUC-JIR 
president Nelson Glueck has 
given repeated assurances that 
he is not establishing a Reform 
congregation, Reform services 
at the school will be tantamount 
to the same thing. 

IF THE SCHOOL will inaug- 
urate a Reform service it will 
hardly be the first in Israel. Be- 
sides the Reform Congregation 
Emet V’emunah led by Rabbi 
Philip which conducts a regular 
Orthodox service, a° group’ has 
been meeting in a private home 


conducting a service which al- 
lows women to receive an “ali- 
yah” to the Torah. Whether 


this will be looked upon as a Re- 
form or Conservative congrega 
tion remains to be seen. In Is- 
rael any deviation from the tra- 
ditional is looked upon as 
form. 

Another deviation is a congre- 
gation along Conservative lines 
in Haifa which meets in a class- 
room of the Bet Sefer Reali. 

The majority of non-Orthodox 
in Israel still show very little 
inclination for organized religion 
of any kind. However, a signif-

ORTHODOX MAY DECIDE 
ON PARTICIPATION ISSUE 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP)—What is the biggest question 
facing the rabbinate of the United States may or may not be de- 
cided at the convention here next week of the Rabbinical Council 


of America (Orthodox). 


The question, debated heatedly in rabbinical circles for the 


past few months, is whether 
Orthodox Rabbis shall continue 
to serve on rabbinical bodies in 
which Reform and Conservative 
Rabbis hold memberships. 

There has been a_behind-the- 
scenes movement to postpone 
any decision on the question, but 
consideration of the problem is 
on the agenda for the four-day 
confab. No one wiil say so, but 
the Tuesday night session which 
is to be addressed by what may 
be two persons holding differing 
views, seems the likely spot for 
the showdown, 

Rabbi Samuei Belkin, president 
of Yeshiva U., who has indicated 
that he is opposed to the ban 
and Rabbi Joseph B. Soloveitchik 
who is head of the Ttalacha (Law) 
Committee of the KCA are sched- 
uled for addresses that night. 
Rabbi Soloveitchik’s committee 
has been considering the problem 
since it was referred to it fol- 
lowing its proposal by Rabbi 
David B. Hollander (NJP, Feb. 
18, 1956). Rabbi Hollander is 
RCA president. 

Also on the program for the 
convention are addresses by Am- 
bassador Abba Eban, Harold 
Stassen, Rabbi Irving Miler and 
others.
